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Key  for  Pattern  Markings 


# 1 Large  dots  - Aids  in  matching  seams 

and  other  construction  details. 

# 2 Seamline  (stitching  line)  - - broken 

line  at  five-eights,  one-half, 
one-fourth,  ect.,,in  from  cutting  line 

# 3 Notches  - V - shaped  symbols  along 

cutting  edge  which  aid  in  joining 
pattern  pieces.  (They  are  numbered 
to  make  matching  easier.) 

# 4 Grainline  - arrowhead  symbols  with 

instructions  for  placing  the  pattern 
on  grain.  A straight  line  with  arrow 
heads  at  each  end  indicates  "place 
on  straight  grain  of  fabric" 


Key  for  Pattern  Markings,  (continued) 

# 5 Arrow  on  seamline  - indicates 

direction  in  which  to  stitch  in 
order  not  to  distort  fabric  grain. 

# 6 Darts  - Broken  lines  for  stitching, 

solid  lines  for  fold. 

# 7 Buttonholes  - solid  line  with  short 

line  at  right  angle  for  horizontal, 
or  with  lines  at  both  ends  for 
vertical  holes. 

# 8 Solid  lines  - fold. 


(Pattern  pieces  are  marked  with  pattern 
number,  size,  and  are  lettered  (or 
numbered)  individually
